Dignity in Politics. 


It is announced that Mr. Asquith has 
accepted a peerage and has chosen the 
title of Earl of Oxford. So passes from 
the floor of the House of Commons one 
who has played a leading part in its busi- 
ness for a period of more than thirty 
years. The great offices of Home Secre- 
tary, Chancellor of the Exchequer, Prime 
Minister—all these Mr. Asquith has 
filled, not without mishap and failure, 
bus never without distinction, during .one 
of the most momentous generations in 
British history. His elevation will relieve 
the Liberal crisis in the Commons, where 
the attenuated party has been languish- 
ing under the dubieties of a double 
allegiance. We may suppose now that 
Mr. Lloyd George will take undivided 
command of the party there and will try 
to galvanise it into new life. Mr. Asquith 
is a whole-hearted “Commons man,” but 
he is also a devoted Liberal; and it may 
be the prospect of a revival in his. party's 
fortunes which has induced him in the 
latter end, by “ going upstairs,”’ to sacri- 
fice the convictions and prejudices of a 
life-time. We can believe, too, that the 
pang of his final breach with the House 
of Commons has been softened by his new 
identification with Oxford ; for that city, 
with its.“ spires and .domes and towers,

No large body 
of electors in Great Britain could absent 
themselves from the polls in sheer 
obstinacy or ennui at a time when the 
existing and only possible Government 
demanded their support. There cannot be 
a real advance in Irish affairs until our 
people acquire a sense of responsibility 
in politics and until, having discovered 
their intelligence, they manifest it by in- 
sisting that party programmes shall not 
insult it. Having attained to that stage, 
they may begin to hope for a day when 
the.spirits of Burke and Grattan, looking 
down upon the new Ireland, will cease to 
be ashamed. 


French Finance. 
Travellers, on their first visit to France, 
are surprised and perplexed by the assort- 
ment of coins, bills and tokens which there 
serve for petty cash. Apart from notes 
representing sums of ten francs and up- 
wards, there are coins of different metals, 
shapes and designs for every denomination, 
from two francs down to five centimes; 
metallic tramway passes are used as 
money, and a remarkable variety of little 
notes represents English values of two- 
pence or fourpence. Where, ‘in English 
coinage, a man carries a small variety of 
familiar pieces from a halfpenny to half- 
a-crown, in France he may have a pocket- 
ful of paper and metal, with no two pieces 
alike. Every new French issue represents 
some whim of taste, as if France never 
could make up her mind to settle on a 
standard currency. This is, indeed, a 
parable of French finance. Since the end 
of the war the French national debt has 
doubled; and, while the franc stands at 
88 to the £ instead of 25, the Government 
avoids deflation and continues to pay 
interest on its loans out of further borrow- 
ings. France is a rich country—rich in 
resources and in treasure. In all Europe 
there is no citizen more to be envied than 
the French peasant, owning the land he 
tills, the house in which he lives, and 
savings which are concealed from the in- 
guisitive eye of the State. He will not 


an unending suctession of loans, to a 
Government which abstains from pursuing 
him for a share of his income. It is 
believed that a strictly enforced income 
tax would rid France of her financial em- 
barrassments as swiftly as she was relieved 
of the German indemnity in 1870, when a 
nation in peril of foreign occupation over- 
came its reluctance to part with a share 
of its hidden savings. Yet no French 
Government dares to disillusionise worthy 
Jean and Pierre, who expect the con- 
quered Boche to pay the costs of the 
late conflict. There is, however, another 
side to what seems at first to be a 
mad hatter’s financial policy. Much 
borrowing has inflated the currency, but 
inflation enables the Government to pay 
its bills the more easily. The Frenchman 
evades payment of income tax, with the 
result that his income is worth less to him 
than it would be if the national budget 
were balanced. Instead of paying the tax- 
collector, he pays the baker, the butcher 
and the landlord. Moreover, the State 
owes the nation so much that. the nation 
has a.stake in the stability of the State. 
French politics may pass through many a 
crisis, but there will be no revolution while 
every peasant has a big share of his 
savings invested in loans to the State, and 
while every citizen has his pockets full 
of paper which would be nothing but 
paper if the State should fall. French 
ways are not British ways, but France will 
“ muddle through. ’” 


The Colour Bar. 


A report from Cape Town states that 
the colour bar in the Transvaal and 
Orange Free State Provinces, which 
hitherto has been a matter of unwritten 
practice, is to be legalised. Certificates 
of competency for employment in the 
mines “shall not be granted to natives 
or Asiatics.’’

While the view of Saturday's eclipse of 
the sun was disappointing in the greater 
part of Ireland owing to fog and rain, in 
England and the United States, where the 
skies were clearer, the phenomenon was 
watched with the greatest interest. In 
some parts of America scientists ascended 
to great heights in airships and aeroplanes 
in order to secure photographs. 

Expert observation was made in several 
places both in this country and in Eng- 
land as to the extent to which wireless 
broadcasting is affected by the sun’s rays, 
and the results in some cases are of much 
»nterest. 


WATCHERS IN NEW 
YORK. 


A DARKENED CITY. 


NEW YORK, Saturday. 

Though the first reports from various 
vantage points, both in Canada and the 
United States, reported clouds obscuring the 
sun, in eastern parts of America and New 
York city extremely fine views of the eclipse 
were obtained. 

In New York City the darkness was almost 
complete when the eclipse was at its maxi- 
mum, and Mercury, Venus, Jupiter and other 
heavenly bodies were clearly visible above the 
horizon. 

The scientists aboard the Los Angeles, throe 
thousand feet up, were kept in touch with the 
public by wireless. 

The first reports of the eclipse, which were 
from the Lakes region, told of the bitter dis- 
appointment of the scientists assembled at 
various vantage points, hoth in Canada and 
the United States, as clouds obscured the gun. 
Some fashionable visitors who had been in- 
vited to breakfagt by leading people in the 
district to view the spectacle were similarly 
disappointed. In the eastern parts of the 
United States, however, the conditions were 
favourable for observation. 

The atmosphere in Upper New York City 
was clear and cold, although there was a 
slight haze in the frosty air. The view 
through smoked was extremely fine. 
Literally tho s of ple were assembled 
on the hill tops, in the public squares, on 
bridges and on the roofs of houses, and 
watched the spectacle with great satisfaction.

The solar eclipse awakened widespread in- 
terest in London. It formed the chief topic 
of conversation in "buses, trams and trains, 
and the rarity of the phenomenon intensified 
the general eagerness to watch its progress. 
As far as can be ascertained, only once during 
the last seven centuries has a t eclipse 
of the sun been visible in London, and many 
generations will probably have come and gone 
before such a phenomenon is again seen in 
the Metropolis. 

rising that so much public attention should 
ha n directed to even a partial obscura- 
tion of the principal member oí the solar 
svstem. é 

The first indication of the moon passing 
across the face of the sun was noted in 
London shortly before three o'clock. Seen 
from a Fleet street roof, the varying 
of the. ecli were easily. disce , the 
weather conditions being fairly favourable for 
observation, 

By fifteen minutes past three o'clock a 
quarter of the total dise of the sun had dis- 
appeared. Despite the presence, of 
light cloud, it was possible, even through the 
cloud, to detect the steady advance of the 
eclipse. As the moon passed across the face 
o' the sun it was noticed that the edge of the 
moon, instead of being marked and , was 
jagged, the roughness being presumably pro- 
oan by the mountains on the moon's sur- 
ace. ' . 

The dimming effect on the majestic outlines 
of St. Paul's Cathedral, the gilded figure of 
Justice which towers above the Old Bailey, 
and other well-known City landmarks, was 
suggestive of early dawn. During the later 
periods of the eclipse, a pin-hole in a piece 
ot card was quite a satisfactory method of 
observation. The presence of cloud at times 
made almost any artificial) means of observa 
tion unnecessary. 

At half-past three half the sun had gone, 
and at the same time the cloud cleared away. 
As the sun became more and more obscured, 
the artificial light seen in the windows of the 
big a offices and the streets appeared 
to change from its familiar yellow appear. 
ance in sunlight, and became whiter and 
whiter. The cloud afterwards regathered. 
aud the final stages of the. eclipse became 
fainter and fainter as the ‘sun neared the 
horizon. The eelipse was not completely over 
when the sun set. 


BEWILDERED BIRDS. 

A feature of the eclipse was its effect on 
hird and animal life. The approaching dark- 
ness appeared to have deluded the flock cf 
pigeons which habitually hover around St. 
T'aul's Cathedral into the belief that night 
was falling, and roosting time had come. 
With one accord they flew from the greund, 
und circled to the eaves and dome of the 
Cathedral, where they spend the hours of 
darkness. In the London parks bird life was 
hushed. The perky little sparrows, who are 
among the few feathered friends left to us in 
vinter, took to their resting places during the 
eclipse. Their customary chirping and 
twitter ceased, and an uncanny silence 
reigned, 

With a view to observations being made 
on the phenomena of “‘ fading’ the British 
Lroadcasting Company, through their Aber- 
deen and London we yer us, = SEA — 
tinuous programme plana items from 
two o'clock until four, and every half-hour 
curing that period the Greenwich time al 
was given.

HISTORIC TITLE 
REVIVED. - 


RECOMMENDED BY 
MR. BALDWIN. . 


—— 


The Right Hon. Henry Herbert Asquith 
has been offered, and has accepted, a 
Peerage. He has signified his desire to’ 
be known by thé style and title of Earl 
of Oxford. In due course an official 
announcement to this effect will be pub- 
lished. 

A lew days after he had accepted the 
Premiership Mr, Stanley Baldwin sub- 
mitted to the King that Mr. Asquith 
ought to be raised to the Peerage. His 
Majesty wrote a personal letter to Mr. 
Asquith, and offered him an Earldom in 
recognition of his devoted service to the 
State. At that time Mr. Asquith was 
about to leave England for Ecypt, and it 
was not until he returned to I.ondon that 
he decided to accept the offer. 

The heir to the Peerage will be Mr. 


Raymond Asquith, who was killed in the 
war. « He will be known by the courtesy 
title of Viscount Asquith. 


HISTORY OF THE TITLE. 

By his decision to be known as the Karl 
of Oxford Mr. Asquith has revived one of 
the most historic titles in England. 

Originally the title was conferred by Queen 
Maud, in 1142, upon a member of the De 
Vere family, called by Macaulay '' the 


longest and most illustrious line of nobles | 


that England has seen.' . The earls of that 
creation, however, signed themselves not 
““Oxford,' but ‘‘ Oxenford.’” The fifth ear! 
was a follower of Simon de Montfort. The 
title was forfeited in 1388, but restored in 
1302. The fifth earl took the Lancastrian 
side in the Wars of the Roses, and was be- 
headed along with his eldest son in 1462, but 
the younger son, after being attainted, was 
restored to his family honours by Henry 
VII. A disputed succession in 1625 led to a 
great law suit, as the result of which a poor 
officer was adjudged the nineteenth ear]. 

The twentieth earl—whose daughter 
married the first Duke of St. Albans—was 
the last of the line. He was one of those 
sent to The Hague to bring back Charles II. 
ta England. The seat of the De Veres was 
at Castle Hedingham, and their motto was 
“Vero Nad Verius.’” At one time the Lord 
Chamberlainship of England was hereditary 
in the family. 

The title, having become extinct in 1702, 
was revived in favour of Robert Harley, 
Queen Anne’s Minister, in 1711. The flatter- 
ing preamble to Harley’s patent is said to 
have owed its English translation to Swift. 
Measures for his impeachment were begun 
after the Hanoverian accession, but were not 
carried through, and Harley died peacefully 
in Albemarle street in 1724. His son, the 
second earl, was a patron of Pope, Swift and 
other authors, and the organiser of a great 
library, part of whose contents furnished the 
well-known ‘‘ Harleian Miscellany, ” while 
the manuscripts found their way to the 
British Museum. This peerage became 
extinct on the death of the sixth ear] in 1853. 


MR. ASQUITH’S CAREER. 

Mr. Asquith has been one of the outstand- 
ing figures of the public life of England for 
nearly forty years. He has been described as 
“the last of the Gladstonians,’’ and certainly 
in the rotund form of his oratory and his 
absolute integrity of motive, he recalls all 


that was best of a by-gone age. He sprang 
from the class which rallied to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s ‘‘ Radicalism” when the influence of 
birth and property which had long sustained 
the Whig cause passed definitely to the other 
side. 

From the City of London school, where the 
foundations of a notable academic career were 
laid, he went to Balliol College, Oxford. In 
the schools, at the union and in college life, 
be carried everything before him, oning 
the Craven University Scholarship and a 
First Class Lit. Hum. among the distinctions 
of what his contemporaries styled the 
‘Asquith year.” The Balliol of Jowett, it is 
said, aimed at producing a refined, restrained, 
polished and not ardent typeea man 
of the world who should also be a 
scholar and a gentleman; and no pupil 
of the school emerged from it more 

inly bearing the stamp of its methods 

‘ Asquith will succeed " was the valedictory 
dictum of the master, because he is so 
direct. 

Mr, Asquith was called to the Bar in 1875. 
With his keenly analytical mind, quick judg- 
ment and clear and fluent diction, he quickly 
won a ‘arge practice. His cross-examination 
of Mr. Macdonald during the Parnell Com- 
mission was, perhaps, his: greatest work at 
the Bar. It was stated at the time that not 
half a dozen men in land could have con- 
aucted a more adroit fence. 

In 1886 Mr. Asquith was elected as the 
representative of East Fife in the House of 
Commons, and from that time the lawyer 
me merged in the statesman. He sat for 
East Fife until his defeat in the General 
Election of 1918. Re-entering the House at 
a by-election, he represented Paisley until his 
rejection at the last year. 

Mr. Asquith’s first office was that of Home 
Secretary, to which he was appointed in Mr. 
Gladstone’s fourth Ministry in 1892. His 
party was in Opposition from 1895 until 1905, 
when the Conservatives were routed at the 
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1695 until 1906, and then

BRITANNIA’S 
RUMOURED VISIT.

In the 
year ‘when she was built, 1885, the sport 
reached its zenith. Associated with her then 
were Valkyrie, Satanita, Calluna, a quartet 
of great cutters, reduced to a trio in the ear! 

summer of the same year through Satanita’s 
ramming and sinking Lord Dunraven’s Val- 
kyrie—a possible candidate at the time for 
the America Cup—at one of the Clyde re- 
gattas. I‘ was a case of the “ Derby dog ”’: 
a row-boat filled with passengers suddenly 
got into the Satanita’s way, and she had 
either to go over them or risk collision with 
Valkyrie. Humanity demanded the latter 
risk, and Valkyrie was ‘struck and sunk. It 
was a veritable sporting tragedy. 

SIZE PENALISED. 

Some years later the Y.R.A. decided that 
the then principal class to which Britannia 
belonged was too large for safety. Size was 
re ag and the amended rule brought 
orth a yacht which eve. the over-big boats 
their quictus. his was the Duke 
d’Abruzzi’s Bona, a cutter of approxi- 
mately the same size as the modern 23-metres 
type—that is, of about 75ft. water-line.

Similar acci- 
dente—the temporary disappearance from 
Parliament of the most prominent and ex- 

ienced leaders—have often happened 

fore, and they will happen again so long 
as leaders are found to take electora) risks.. 
Under these conditions they cannot be 
averted, but it is a sign of generous and 
healthy politics in this country that they 
should be so universally deplored, and it is 
peculiarly satisfactory that in the present 
case it should fall to Mr. Asquith’s 
political opponents to recommend accept- 
able redress. He ais essentially oné 
of those elder statesmen for whom 
the Hause of Lords provides the appropriate 
final platform. Whether he will affect in any 
degree the future course of that body, to 
which Lord Selborne is once more directing 
public discussion, is perhaps a little doubtful. 
It is, at all events, a fitting turn of events 
that affotds an opportunity for pressing '' re- 
form from within” to the author of the 
scheme of which the Parliament Act, by his 
own declaration, was an incomplete and one- 
sided instalment; and it. is fair to say that 
if all new peers were so completely qualified 
to be permanent legislators as Mr. Asquith, 
then the constitutional problem would be in- 
comparably less difficult than it 1s. 

The condition precedent tg any tolerable re- 
form of the Second Chamber is a drastic 
reform of admission to the peerage. A body 
more particularly affected by the change !s, 
of course, the Liberal Party. Mr. Asquith’s 
translation to the House of Lords is clearly 
the formal abdication of what in his case was 
already a practical impossibility—namely, the 
prospect of returning to office as Prime 
Minister. For that reason, if for no other, it 
can only be regarded in effect as a step 
(which for the time being may go no further) 
towards the renunciation of the active Liberal 
leadership.

OPIUM CONFERENCE. 


EFFORTS TO OVERCOME THE

UNREST IN DAKAHLIA 
PROVINCE. 


EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT’S 
ACTION. 
CAIRO, Sunday. 


The Government has announced that, in 
view of the determined attempts that are 
being made to disturb public order in certain 
parts of the Dakahlia Province, by organised 
demonstrators, and the « attacks on officials 
engaged in the execution of their duties, one 
of the Under Secretaries of State has been 
entrusted with the task of maintaining order 
in that province, and has been given the neces 
sary troops and police for the purpose. The 
Government reiterates its firm intention to 
deal sternly with the ‘instigators of these dis- 
turbances, irrespective of their position.

In a message from Luxor dated yesteg- 
day, The Times Correspondent says :—Tew 
day Tutankhamen's tomb was re-opened, 
after being closed for eleven months as a 
result of the dispute with the Govern- 
ment... The well which the Government 
ciuséd to be filled im last February, when 
it took possession of the site, had 
previously been excavated in readiness 
for the unlotking of the gates at ten 
o'clock yesterday morning, in the presence 
of representatives of the Government, Mr. 
Howard Carter and a few tourists. The 
ceremony was very simple, the proceed- 
ings, after the transfer of the keys to 
Mr. Carter; being confined to a brief 
inspection of the contents of the tomb and 
of the workshop situated in the tomb of 
Pharaoh Seti IT. 

Everything inside was found in good order, 
but a sad spectacle was presented by the pall 
which used to cover the shrines. [t was 
unique of its kind, and Mr. Carter had ex- 

nded much ‘care on its sregervation, and

Young was known in this neighbourhood as 
the ‘‘ Stormy Petrel,” because of his frequent 
clashes with opponents of the Klan, and his 
liquor raids, and he also gained fame as a 
**man-killer’’ through his activities in various 
parts of the country as.a law enforcement 
agent. He once estimated that he had killed 
more than a score of men in the discharge of

LONDON, Sunday Night. 

Quite the most interesting piece of racin 
news of the week-end ied thet Captain Bob 
Davis, who enjoyed a 1 of success 
withthe horses he trained “pa the late Mr, C. 
F. Kenyon, has taken to himself a new and 
wealthy patron. This is none other than 
Sir Edward Mackay Edgar, the Canadian 
millionajre, who is the moving spirit in a 
large fiem of merchant bankers in t e City of 
London, and who carried out some dazzling 
financial operations im the post-war boom. 

Sir Edward Edgar on Friday completed the 
purchase from the executors of Mr, Kenyon 
of the Fern Hill establishment, an old aero- 
arome, which the Lancashire millionaire con- 
verted into almost ideal training quarters. 
The ‘horses which Captain Davis. has been 
tiaining there for Mr. Joel Settle since Mr. 
Kenyon died. Jeft. last week for Bullock’s 
Place at Pattingham. 

This purchase is very Interesting, for it 
affects two of the most popular Lincolnshire 
and Grand» National | candidates—Mi auit 
gad Silvo. I understand that, while Mi 
sult and the other flat racers ‘trained 1 by 
Mr. Whiteker for Sir Edward. and 
Edgar will leave for Fern Hill almost at ao 
Silvo, will stay on at St. Giles until after the 


National. 

This purchase of the Fern Hill establish- 
n ent Y Sir Edward Edgar is in- 
teresting, ' for it appears as if this 
heen owner is taking up racing on A more 
extended scale. Hitherto he has confined the 
greater part of his attention to National Hunt 
sport, and he has been a. good buyer in Ire- 
land of high-class ‘chasers. Just Jately he 
has had a piece of bad luck, for that promis- 
mg horse, Mount Etna. has strained the 
n.uscles of his heart, and Professor MacQueen, 
who is treating him, has ordered him a year's 
rest. It is to be presumed that Captain 
Davis, who has go many connections in Ire- 
land, will, in the course of time, be a buyer 
there on behalf of his new patron. 


PREPARATION OF SILVO. 


I. understand that. Silvo will. be re-intro- 
duced to a racecourse before long as part cf 
his Grand National preparation. We have 
not seen him since he, as F. B. Rees de- 
scribed it, landed in a hole and came down 
in the Sefton, but he is very well, A‘ 
different. policy is being pursued with him 
this year from that of last season, where he 

fulfilled several engagements early. It is 
eaid that F. B. will ride him at Liver- 
pool next March. It is probable, however, 
that this may be contingent on Poole not 
having a fancied candidate. I believe that 
this trainer may not run Alcazar, but there 
is Rathory in the stabie. This horse has not 
run since Liverpool in November, nor can I 
find, in the Calendar any immediate engage- 
ments having been *iade for him. 

One question of a jockey for a Grand 
National candidate has been satisfactorily 
settled. I understand that Mr. Laidlaw ha: 
definitely engaged Major Doyle to ride Fly 
Mask. This is very interesting, for it means 
that a most promising candidate will have 
the best assistance from the saddle that is 
possible. Major Doyle was to have ridden 
Fly Mask two years ago when he could not 
run, having been pricked in shoeing, being 
then the actual first favourite for the race. 
Fly Mask is a candidate who, if all goes 
well with him, will have a stron appeal on 
the day of the race, for he has jumped and 
stayed the course. 

I believe that his connections were greatly 
pleased with the way that Conjuror IT. ran 
at Leicester the other day, and it is not 
improbable that he will be the best of the 
Wroughton candidates for the race. Mr. 
Bankier, the owner of Super Man, has first 
claim on the services of Jack Anthony, but 
the horse has run extraordinarily badly this 
season and 1 am afraid that all is not well 
with him. Jt would not, therefore, be sur- 
prising to find Anthony taking the mount on 
Conjuror II. on the day of the race. This, 
however, is very much in the air just at 
present, but still Conjuror II. can be re- 
— as a live candidate. 

F. Rees has been writing this morning 
in a Testes journal on ‘‘Great Horses I 
Have Ridden,’’ and he pays a splendid 
tribute to the immortal Troytown, which is 
worth gnoting. He mentions the terrible 
weather on the day that Troytown won, and 
his blunder when he made a gap through 
which some of us who were following him 
could have walked. “Such a blunder,”’ he 
“continues, “as Troytown made would have 
practically finished ninety-nine horses out of 
a- hundred. But not this horse. He 
ploughed his way on another circuit of the 
course to win, as we know, just as he liked. 
He was a six-cylinder equine—a veritable 
tank in the way he pushed and jumped his 
way round. I have never seen such a horse 
before or since. 


MANIFESTO'S RECORD. 


Rees says that he had thought that an 
estimate he once made of Jerry M., as being 
the best that ever won a National, would 
go unchallenged until he mentioned it to 
George Williamson, who, it will be remem- 
bered, rode Manifesto on the second time he 
won. 

‘He looked at me pityingly,’’ says Rees, 
“as though I had missed the sight of the 
greatest horse that ever carried a man. I 
felt it, too, when\he reminded me that 
Manifesto, in his second attempt to win, at 
Aintree, carrying list. ólb., was beaten only 
in the run in, when the weight told. lt was, 
us a matter of fact, Manifesto’s third attempt 
to win, for Terry Kavanagh had won on him 
two seasons before George Williamson rode 
him. 

Splendid tributes. have been. paid by the 
English newspapers to the late Mr. Edward 
Kennedy, whose great work in the service 
of the 10rse-breeding industry is universally 
admitted. His death is recognised as a great 
loss, not only to Ireland, but to the waoie 
industry; for he was a man of outstamiinz 
personality, with great con>#ence in his own 
‘judgment, a judgment that achieved wonder- 
ful results. No other man of his time 
had, by one bold stroke, succeeded in re- 
establishing in Great Britain and Ireland a 
line that, if not dead, was certainly very near 
to being despised. For fully half a century 
the Herod. male line had been gradually 
josing favour in the eyes of breeders until it 
had become almost dormant, when Mr. Ken- 
nedy brought Roi Herode from France, and 
mating him jn his’ first season with “Vahren 
produced The Tetrarch. To-day the Herod 
line is firmly te-established in popularity,

aken all round, the position in the pro- 
vision trade in this centre has been somewhat 
difficult to gauge during the past week. Ship- 
ments of Scandinavian produce to Northern 
ports showed fair increases generally. Spot 
supplies of Danish butter are reported to be 
in small compass, and there is a distinctly 
firmer tone in al) descriptions, which show an 
advance of about 2s. per cwt. on Tuesday's 
rates. Irish salted butter is reported offering 
in fair quantity, and making very low prices 
for confectionery purposes, being entirely un- 
suitable for the ‘‘ counter’? trade. The bacon 
market has experienced some sharp reductions, 
Dauish, Swedish and Dutch being all officially 
10s. per ewt, lower. In Irish light selections 
remain anchanged, but heavier weights show 
reductions of 4s., 68. and 7s. per cwt. 
American and Canadian are only in slow re- 
quest, In cheese there is a great scarcity of 
both finest Lancashire and Chéshire, and avail- 
able supplies command extreme prices. 
Fodder and winter makes, however, are 
neglected. Lard has heen variable throughout 
the week, and closes rather on the quiet side. 
In eggs there is a rather hetter demand for 
fresh Irish and Danish; and, although pickled 
are very good value at present, demand for 
this class is by no means brisk. 

In’ dead meat business has been rather 
featureless. Trade throughout the week has 
been slow for both beef and mutton, and. 
whilst home killed remains steady, imported 
has occasionally shown an easier tendency, 
especially chilled hind quarters of beef. 

At Salford Cattle Market supplies of both 
Irish cattle and sheep were rather below the 
average, and, whilst really smart stuff com- 
manded high prices, other grades were difficult 
to clear. 

In poultry there was an absence of best 
chickens and ducklings, but prices generally 
ruled fairly steady throughout the week.
